SUIT FOR LIBEL FILED. 


One of “Trust” Officials Who 
Were Indicted Seeks Dam- 
ages from a Hearst 
Publication, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—[Special. 1 
The publication in a magazine owned by 
William R. Hearst of an article referring to 
the question of indicting a number of leading 
officers of the sugar trust threatens to bring 
trouble upon that publication rrom «wo direc- 
tions. The magazine is the Cosmopolitan. 

The article in question quoted a letter writ- 
ten by Attorney General Wickersham to 
United States Attorney Wise in New York in 
reference to the sugar case. The government 
officials intimate this letter was stolen by 
some unknown person and Mr. Wickersham 
said he would make it hot for that person if 
he-could be discovered. 


Philadelphia lawyer, brought suit in the 
United States Cirevlt court in New York 
against the company which publishes the 
Cosmopolitan asking damages of $75,000 for 
an alleged libel in the article, which is en- 
titled “Tragedies of the Sugar Trust. 
Harned is one of the men indicted in connec- 
tion with the case. His demurrer to the in- 
dictment was sustained. 


Text of the Letter. 


The text of the letter which is making the 
trouble follows: 


Washington, D. d., Sunday, June 87, 100. 
My Dear Wise: Senator Root has sent me the 
proof of a petition signed by Bowers, Milburn, 
and Guthrie, in support of their contention that 
the statute of limitations has run in fagor of 
Mesars. Parsons, Kissel, and Harned, If the only 
overt acts done to carry out the objects of the 
unlawful conspiracy were those referred te in 
the brief, I should think they were insufficient to 
save the bar of the statute.

Hunt Stealer of Letter. 
Attorney General Wickersham has set 
himself to the task of discovering how this 
letter found its way Into the office of the Cos- 
mopolitan.

Mr. Wise filed the let- 
ter with his personal correspondence. 

Mr. Wickersham said he would push the 
matter to-the limit if the offender could be 
found, but in spite of the attorney general’s 
statement well formed lawyers doubt if a 
successful prosecution can be made.

LENIENT TO HEIRS OF CRIME. 


Chief Justice Olson Says Action Is 
Tremendous Advance. 


“The sins of the fathers" and their et- 
fects on the third and fourth generations 
will be considered hereafter by Municipal 
court judges, in dealing with criminals. 
At a special meeting called yesterday for 
tue express purpose of t&king action on the 
subject; the jurists adopted a resolution in- 
dorsing the report of the\committee of the 
American Institute of Criminal Law and 
Criminology on a system of recording data 
concerning criminals. 
As a corollary of the resolutions judges 
will be obliged to consider the susceptibility 
of the prisoner at bar to atavism, before sen- 
tencing him. ö a 
Leniency Depends on Atavism. 
A record of the tendency to crime of the 
prisoner’s progenitors will be supplied the 
judge by a bureau, and according to the 
multitude of the sing of the ancestors de- 
grees of leniency, together with measures 
for the correction of the criminals sub- 
version through heredity, will be meted Sut 
to him. 
The system has met with the warm ap- 
proval of such men as Dr. Adolph Meyer of 
New York, Prof. Hugo Münster burg of Har- 
vard university, and Dr. William P. Healy 
of Chicago. 
In total the system is described as an 
effective method for recording the physica] 
and moral status and the hereditary and en- 
vironmental \condition of delinquents, in 
particular of the persistent offender.” 


Olson Says “Great Advance.” 


“Tt is 4 great thing,” said Judge Olson 
with enthusiasm, and is the inception of a 
great stride to be taken toward a more en- 
lightened treatment of our criminals.” 
The report adopted is the work of a com- 
mittee composed of Edward A. Ross, sociole- 
gist of the University of Wisconsin; Dr. 
Horace Brown of Milwaukee, an authority 
on the mind; Dr. Arthur MacDonald of Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Dr. William P. Healy of Chi- 
cago, D. P. McMillan of Chicago, F. Emory 
Lyon of Chicago, Chief Justice Olson, and 
John L. Whitman.

Law Requires Weight and Maker’s 
Name to Be Given, 


No more inflated, short weight loaves of 
bread may be sold in Chicago. The Supreme 
court yesterday upheld the ordinance re- 
quiring that the weight of a loaf of bread be 
plainly marked thereon, and that all loaves 
weigh one pound or multiples or. fractions 
thereof. 

This decision is contradictory to that of 
Judge Windes of the lower court, and pending 
the decision of the Supreme court bakers 
have paid no attention to the ordinance re- 
quiring the labeling of the weight on each 
loaf. It ie said that when wheat and flour 
were high, bakers have been reducing the 
weight of a loaf of bread to ten or eleven 
ounces, without materially the size 
of the loaf, so that the housewife was unable 
to tell that she was getting less for her 
money. 

The decision of the Supreme court also up- 
holds the other requirements of the ordi- 
nance, which specifies that bread must be 
made of wholesome flour and in clean and 
sanitary bakeries, and giving the right to 
the commissioner of health to inspect bak- 
erles and condemn the product when, in his 
judgment, it is unsanitary or unwbobesome. 

Ordinance Not Class Legislation. 

The court admits that the provisions of the 
ordinance appear to be drastia but that no 
constitutional right of the bakers is violated 
by compelling them to Mabel the weight of 
their bread, or to provide scales in their 
shops upon which to weigh the bread Wes

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PUTS CLOUD ON THREE TRIALS 


Juror Zelinski Tells Court Some 
One Talked to Him. 


JUDGE ORDERS AN INQUIRY. 


Municipal Court Sensation Caused Over 
Railroad Cases. 


Fears of jury tampering may cause the 
examination of the members of three panels 
which recently have awarded damages 
against the Oregon Short Line railroad com- 
pany ir the Municipal court. If these jurors 
relate that any one tried to influence them 
there may be retrials in these cases, involv- 
ing verdicts aggregating $3,060 4¥.. TWenty- 
two more cases of similar character are 
awaiting trial. 

The accusations, which caused a furore 
among the Municipal judges, was let slip 
Tuesday afternoon by Juror Benon P. Zelin- 
ski, 3354 Lexington street, cashier of a 
mortgage and loan business at 10 Tribune 
building. 

At that time Attorney C. A. Butler for 
Frank Spalding of Rexburg, Idaho—and for 
all the plaintiffs in action against the railroad 
—who is suing for §1,700 damages on & con- 
signment of sheep, had just accepted the 
jury and Judge Scovel had annqunced an 
adjournment, cautioning the jurors against 
talking about the case with any one. At 
that moment Zelinski arose and said that a 
few days before he had been approached in 
Judge Cottrell’s court by a man he supposed 
to be a court clerk, who remarked that if he 
was on the sheep case juries he would find 
for the plaintiff and give it to the raliroad.” 


Unable to Describe Clerk.“ 

Judge Scovel asked a description of the 
alleged clerk, which Zelinski. was unable to 
furnish except that he was middle aged. 
Judge Scovel notified Chief Justice Olson, 
who had Zelinski brought before him yes- 
terday. Then the accuser executed a right 
about face and said a night's reflection had 
convinced him that he had no reason to ba- 
Meve his tempter was a court clerk. 

“ You've been seen since you made your 
accusation or you are a loose tongued fel- 
low,“ said Judge Olson abruptly. Zelinski 
agreed to the latter description and returned 
to the court and made a statement exoner- 
ating any court clerk. The whole panel 
thereupon was discharged and the case will 
come to a hearing again next week. 

In the afternoon Zelinski practically stated 
that his action had been caused by a desire 
to escape jury service, and that the tempt- 
er was probably another of the panel wait- 
ing to be called He could furnish no descrip- 
tion, however. 

“I don’t know how I came to make such a 
fool of myself as to talk that way in court,”’ 
said Zelinski. “After talking it over I 
would be ready to take my oath that the 
man who made the assertion was only ex- 
pressing a general socialistic sentiment and 
had no idea of changing my opinion: 


Overheard in General Talk. 

„A number of prospective jurors were sit- 
ting in the rear of some court room—I don't 
remember which one—and were talking about 
the cases they had heard. I was thinking 
only about how I could get away from jury 
duty, and back to my business. Somebody 
next to me asked what cases [ had heard, 
an en remarked if he was on a jury against 
1 he would try to ‘soak’ 
them. I didn't ask anything about it, though, 
and didn't remember it until the court gave 
its warning to avoid discussion of the case. 

“Then, by some inexplicable impulse, I 
jumped up and made a fool of myself. I don't 
know how I came to think it was a clerk who 
spoke to me, and I am convinced the man 
was another prospective juror, and had no 
idea of influencing me.“ 

Zelinski asserted that no one had seen him, 
nor made any effort to induce him not to 
speak of the charge. 


Olson Orders Jury Inquiry. 

Attorneys Brode B. Davis and J. M. Ran- 
kin, representing the Oregon Short Line, 
called on Justice Olson during the afternoon 
and desired that at least the last jury be 
interrogated by Judge Scovel as to tamper- 
ing, which was ordered, but attempts to 
round up the men were unsuccessful. 

The first of the three cases actually tried 
was that of G. W. McKinley, Idaho, in which 
the plaintiff was awarded $615 damages,

STINGY POLICY A FAILURE. 


Liquor Dealers’ Association Convinced 
by Trial. 


Chicago srloonkeepers will this year return 
to the old custom of giving away Christmas 
presents. 

By order of the Liquor Dealers’ Protective 


association presents were forbidden last 


Christmas, and inatead of saving money te 
saloonkeepers..this cost most of them their 
usual big holiday trade. Those who gave 
presents to regular customers did « larger 
business than ever before. | 

The experiment—for that was what the 
protective association oalled it—proved a 
failure. This year saloonkeepers, whether 
they are members of the association or not, 
are going to hand out the usua! Christmas 
present that patrons expect—not because of 
ite value, but for the principle of the thing. 


Signs Tell of the Change. 

The sign displayed in thousands of saloons 
last year informing customers that “no 
Christmas presents will be given away has 
been changed to one that reads: Christ- 
mas presents will be given away as usual.” 

“The no Christmas present order last 
year knocked me out of $200 in trade,“ satd 
a west side saloonkeeper last night. “I'ma 
member of the protective association and 
with the thousands of other saloonkeepers 
got notice to cut out the Christmas present 
custom. There was a penalty of $50 if the 
order was violated. : 

Like a foo] I fell for the order, and did 
not give away anything—not even a pleasant 
smile. My Christmas trade fell off about 
$200 and I lost a whole lot of business that 
never came back. Men who had patronized 
me every day for a year or more expected 
some little present for Christmas, but all 
they got was some comment on the weather. 


Rival’s Jugs Win Trade. 

“The fellow across the street was handing 
out Jugs and bottles and boxes of cigars. He 
had everybody in the neighborhood going in 
to see him, and he made enough money off 
his Christmas trade to buy presents for ten 
years. I was over here drumming my fingers 
on the bar, and that man was taking in the 
coim so fast he was walking on it. 

Am I going to give away Christmas pres- 


‘ents this year? I should say yes. Read that 


sign behind: the bar and see what it says. 
I've got pocketbooks to give away that cost 
me 4 cents apiece, and I'll bet 1 take in 
$300 more than I did a yearago. I’m going 
to give whisky and wine, too, to my regular 
customers.” ‘ 


PARIS VERDICT iS AFFIRMED. 


Court Upholds Conviction of Men Who.

The Court of Appeals in Paris, France, yes- 
terday affirmed the conviction of Allaix and 
Lebarge, the two men who last April robbed 
Mrs. William Bartels, 348 Warren avenue, 
after they had knocked her senseless in her 
apartments at 26 Avenue Eylan, Paris.

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CALHOUN TALKS OF THE SEA 


Speaks of Waves and Other 
Things at Marquette Banquet. 


FORGETS THERE IS A CHINA. 


Club Celebrates Appointment of Its 
Member to Important Post. 


William J. Calhoun, the new minister to 
China, admitted last night at a banquet and 
reception at the Marquette club, that if his 
life were spared a few weeks longer he might 
sail for far distant shores. 

That was the nearest reference he made to 
the diplomatic situation as it relates to the 
far east. 

Mr. Calhoun’s address appertained almost 
exclusively to the flowers of the fleld and the 
waves of the sea, with a few slight—and 
innocent—digressions to the French revo- 
lution, the suffering at Valley, Forge, and 
the heroes of Gettysburg, Antietam, and 
Libby prison. 

Some of the club members jokingly remark- 
ed after the reception that on proper réfiec- 
tion Mr. Calhoun probably would regret his 
slight and apparently incidental reference 
to the waves of the sea. 


Waves Like Human Beings. 

“The waves of the sea,“ he said, act like 
human beings. Now they sleep peacefully 
while the fisherman's boy pursues his quiet 
way on their sighing bosom. But a storm 
comes, and they lash in fury against the rock- 
bound coasts, revealing man’s impotency to 
stop them. 

It is so with human activites. Now quiet 
and peaceful; now torn and wrecked by the 
fires of passion and sectionalism.“ 

Could it be possible,“ asked some of the 
club members, that he means that every- 
thing is quiet and lovely in China now, b 
that there is a chance of some lively s 
later on? 

Questioned about this after he had finished 
speaking, Mr. Calhoun vigorously-disclaimed 
any intention to convey such a hint. 


Never Sought Public Office. 

Earlier in his address the new minister de- 
clared he never had sought or expected public 
office.’ He was surprised, he said, that a 
chance had been offered him to enter the 
government service, and more surprised that 
he had accepted. 

“I bave to pinch myself occasionally,” he 
said, “to determine whether I am awake or 
dreaming.“ * .

Contending that it would be a grave mis- 
take to build the $2,000,000 dry dock at Pearl 
harbor just long endugh to take the Wyom- 
ing, the largest battleship, Rear Admiral 
Holiyday, chief of the bureau of yards and 
docks, submitted a memorandum to the 
secretary of the navy, who then favored the 
enlargement of the dock. Holtyday also con- 
siders the enlargement of the Norfolk dock 
at a cost of $350,000 an important project. 

If, under congressional authority. the navy 
department should make the Pearl Harbor 
dock 60 feet longer than now planned, it 
would hold the Northern Pacific liner Minne- 
sota, probably the largest ship on the Pacific 
—627 feet long. 


Wnts 10,000 Men for Naval Militia. 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Winthrop 
recently said he wanted to get 10,000 men for 
the naval mili well trained and in good 
physical condition, so that they could be put 
in the service of the navy immediately, not as 
organizations, but a8 individuals, in case 
war broke out 
„The naval militia,” he added, “are get- 
ting up a bill, which I am working over, to 
bring them into closer relationship with the 
navy department and to insure that they will 
be thoroughly equipped and well 4rained.’’

Toronto Globe Says Influence of Per- 
sonal Interests Will Counteract 
All Such Tendencies.

States from France specia] rates of duty, 
and the termination of these agreements’ 
made these articles again subject to the max- 
imum or general tariff rates in France and to 
the general tariff rates in the United States. 

“The more important articles from the 
United States upon which the French rates 
of duty were advanced as shown by a recent 
statement of the tariff division of the bureau 
of manufactures were petroleum, crude, an 
increase of 100 per cent in the rate of duty; 
refined, an increase of 100 per cent; heavy 
oils, an increase of 38 per cent; various grades 
of fruits ranging from 33 per to 200 per 
cent advance in rates of duty; lard, @ per 
cent; canned meats, 38 per cent: manufac- 
tured and prepared pork meats, 100 per cent; 
and coffee, 121 per cent. 

Lard Exports Show Decline. | 

Lard exports fell from 615,920 pounds in 
November, 1908, to 48,000 pounds in Novem- 
ber, 1909. Fruit of all classes in November, 
1Lv8, was valued at $27,658 and in November, 
1908, at $96,018; coffee in November, 1908, 
amounted to 450,181 pounds, amd in Novem- 
ber, 1909, to 470,648 pounds. The principal

AMUNDSEN TO HUNT COOK. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

COPENHAGEN, Dec. 22.—Capt. Roald 
Amundsén, discoverer of the northwest pas- 
sage, who has planned a four years’ vayage 
in Fritjof Nansen's arctic steamer Fram to 
prove that a current runs from the Bering 
straits over the north pole, has begun a sys- 
tematic search for Dr. Cook. 

The captain, who was one of Dr. Cook's 
most ardent supporters, does not expect to 
start on his arctic voyage until next July and 
says he will devote the intervening months if 
necessary to finding Cook. : 

So far his efforts have been fruitless, 
though Christiansand, Copenhagen, and oth- 
er citles have been searched for traces of the 
lost explorer. It ls possible that Cook Is with 
Capt. Sverdrup at Christiania, and efforts to 
locate him will be made there. 

It is not believed that either the University 
of Copenhagen or the Royal Geographical so- 
ciety will withdraw the honorg which they 
conferred on Dr. Cook. Officials of the 
university say that the institution did not 
bestow the degree as a reward for the dis- 
covery of the pole, but merely in recognition 
of Dr. Cook’s arctic explorations. The Royal 
Geographical society takes the samestand. 


Nansen Says Cook Is “Dead.” 


CHRISTIANIA, Dec. 22.—Fridtjof Nansen, 
the Norwegian arctic explorer, today broke 
his long silence and talked of the Peary-Cook 
controversy. 


“It is my opinion,“ he said, that Cook is

Funeral of Late King Attracts 
Crowds of Thousands,

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RIOT DURING THE PARADE. 


Unmanageable Spectators Break Up 


Imposing Corte ge. 
ome 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 22.—The body of Leopold 
II., late king of the Belgians, was placed to- 
day in the royal burial vault in the Church of 
St. Mary at Laeken, the suburban residence 
of the royal family. Near it rest the remains 
of his queen, Marie Henriette, the Princess 
Josephine, and the young duke of Brabant. 

The funeral and burial] were conducted with 
al] the pomp and ceremony of which the state 
was capable despite the wish expressed by 
the monarch in his will that the obsequies 
should be of the simplest. 

A torrential rain accompanied by a driving 
wind ushered in the funeral day, but as the 
imposing military cortége left the royal pal- 
ace and slowly moved to the cathedra! the 
downpour ceased, and the gale died away. 


Vast Crowds Brave Storm. 

The occasion was marked by a genera! sus- 
pension of business, and, undismayed by tem- 
pestuous weather, vast crowds were early in 
possession of every point of vantage along 
the route that the cortége would take, while 
near the palace and cathedra! the throngs 
were so great that they all but overcame the 
strong restraining force of soldiers and po- 
lice, 

The scene was impressive as the cortége 
passed through the streets, whose crowds, 
massed on the sidewalks, at the windows, and 
upon the balconie’ and roofs, paid respectful 
homage. 

More impressive as a spectacle, however, 
was the scene at the CathedraPof St. Michel 
and Ste. Gudule. 

The imperial nave of the cathedral was 
draped with long tapestries of black bordered 
with white and forming a sombg¢r back- 
ground for the famous statues of the apos- 
tles. The majestic catafalque, surmounted 
by the crown and imbedded in a mass of 
glowing tapers, rested in the center of the 
transept. On either side were stre@mers of 
mourning suspended from the mammotn 
dome above. 

The cortégé entered the transept portal 
headed by officers of the army and the civic 
guard in full uniform and followed by the 
judges in their scarlet robes, the ministers, 
members of parliament, and many priests. 


Prince Albert Follows Coffin.

RUSS OFFICER BOMB VICTIM. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 22.—Col. Karpoff, 
chief of the secret police of St. Petersburg, 
was assassinated early today. The azssassi- 
nation, combined with reports of attacks on 
three other officials in widely separated na- 
tions of the world, has caused alarm in official 
circles. 

Col. Karpoff had been enticed to a modest 
apartment in a remote street of the Viborg 
district and there was blown to pieces by a 
bomb exploded supposedly by his host, one 
Michael Vosskressensky, who had leased the 
rooms a few days before. 

The assassination undoubtedly was in fur- 
therance of the plot against the secret police 
which grew out of the discovery by the Rus- 
sian revolutionary Socialists that some of 
their members were agents of the secret po- 
lice. Exposures, charges of disloyalty to the 
revolutionary cause, and countercharges fol- 
lowed. 


How Bomb Was Exploded. 

The assassination is still unexplained, but 
the popularly credited theory is that Karpoff 
was engaged in the manufacture of faise 
evidence and that while Vosskreseensky was 
in the police chief's pay he was simultaneous- 
ly plotting in behalf of the revolutionary 
faction. 

It appears that after ‘Karpoff entered the 
rooms Vosskressensky went outside on the 
pretext of examining the electric bell, which 
failed to act. It is supposed that he then 
connected the wires which exploded the 
bomb. 

The matter came up in the duma tonight, 
Mr. Milukoff, leader of the Constitutional 
Democrats, and M. Roditcheff supporting an 
interpellation which suggested that the af- 
fair was the work of agents provocateurs, 
and demanded that the government take 
measures to put an end to the participation 
of the secret police in Terrorist acts. ‘The 
interpellation was referred to a committee. 


Indian Official Is Slain. 

BOMBAY, British India, Dec, 22.—Arthur 
Mason Tippetts Jackson, chief magistrate of 
Nasik, in the presidency of Bombay, was as- 
sassinated by a native while attending a the- 
atrical performance last night: Nasik is a 
hot bed of sedition. Jackson had been in the 
British Indian service since 1888. 

Whatever may have béen the immediate 
motive for the assassination of Jackson, the 
outrage cannot fall to increase the ever pres- 
ent fear of an uprising against British rule 
in India. Attempts have been made in India 
against the lives of Lord Minto, Lord Kitch- 
ener, Sir Andrew Fraser, the lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Bengal, and many other British 
officials. F 


ROUMANIAN PREMIER SHOT. 

Washington, D. C., Dee, 22.—An official dis- 
patch was received by the state department 
this morning from Bucharest to the effect 
that the prime minister of Roumania had 
been shot and seriously wounded by a Rou- 
manian anarchist. 


Argentina Exiles Many. 

New York, Dec. 22,—Argentina’s summary 
method of dealing with anarchists was de- 
scribed today by a party of Americans who 
have just returned from the South American 
republic, Four thousand persons suspected 
of being anarchist sympathizers were exiled 
within a period of a few days, following the 
assassination on Nov. 140f Col. Falcon, chief 
of police of Buenos Aires, 

Four hundred of the more violent agitators 
were sent to Argentina’s penal colony in 
Patagonia and ordered to live there according 
to their own ideas of what a government 
should be.

22.—[Specia].}—” Little 
Tim Sullivan, lawyer, alderman, and Tam- 
many leader of the Sixth assembly district, 
died tonight, and the Bowery is in mourning.

Thus his grasp of 
men and affairs got its start, and he was not 
slow to develop his genius for politica,

their first business ventures was as partners 
ma saloon. 

Now, of all the Sullivan clan, Big Tim,” 
state senator, alone remains. “ Little Tim 
is credited with having been the brains 
of the Sullivans, and to his coungel and finan- 
cial backing is attributed much of his cousin's

It's a pity you don’t travel in a respect- 
able looking outfit: You ought to preserve 
the dignity of your office.” ; 

„It may be different with vou,“ was the 
prompt reply of Sullivan, “ but all I get here 
is my salary.” . 


The three schools discussed were the Jef- 
ferson school, Biburn avenue and Laflin 
yferson school, Elburn avenue and Laflin 
streets; and Gladstone school, Robey street 
and Washburne avenue, according to one 
member of the committee who was not in 
favor of seorecy in the proceedings. 


Building Said te Be Unsanitary. 

Extensive repairs or reconstruction of the 
three school buildings is proposed at the 
earliest possible date to avoid the dangers 
to children from insanitary conditions and 
other faults said to exist in these old bulld- 
ings, which are crowded to the limit. One 
of the propositions was that one large school 
building be erected to accommodate the chil- 
dren from all of these districts. 

The Jefferson school building was erected 
in 1885 and its overcrowding is the greatest. 
Three portable buildings have been placed 
near it to take care of the overfiow and more 
than 800 pupils are reported to be attending 
half day sessions. The Gladstone school 
building was erected in 1803 and itis crowded 
nearly as badly as the other. A site for a 
new building has been purchased adjacent 
to the Jefferson school, 


Request for Moral Cleanup. 

During the open session of the committee a 
proposition from citizens on the south side 
for a moral cleanup of the district lying be- 
tween Twenty-second and Twenty-sixth 
streets and State street and Wabash avenue 
was considered but was referred to the board 
of education for action. 

President Urion submitted a communica- 
tion from the citizens addressed to the chief 
of police and asked for authority to sign a 
petition which is being prepared on behalf of 
the property owned by the board in that 
neighborhood. Members of the committee 
were favorably impressed by the unlift prop- 
osition, but Chairman Downey interposed an 
objection and the matter was passed to the 
woard of education. 

The joke was on Mr. Urion and members of 
the committee smiled when Architect Per- 
kins offered a report on measurements of 
bulldings and the president was obliged to 
confess that he had forgotten just what the 
board wanted these measurements for and 
asked for time. 

Cause of Recent Trouble. 

The long delayed report was the cause of 
an attack on the architect by Mr. Urion four 
weeks ago. The architect was ordered to 
complete the work of measurements within 
two weeks. During the last week he has had 
thirty-five men at work upon the report. The 
report went over for two weeks. 

The president of the board was “ called 
down once during the sedsion by Chairman 
Downey, who objected to members convers- 
ing with each other in low tones during the 
session. Mr. Urion was in an earnest conver- 
sation with his neighbor. 

“Tam not going to read these communka- 
tions if the members of the committee do 
not listen,” Mr. Downey said. I am tired, 
and don't care to read unless you care to 
hear. \ 

Mr. Urion straightened up quickly, his face 
flushed and the conversation ceased.

United 
States Senator Anselm J. McLaurin, who had 
been a leader in Mississippi Democracy for 
many years, died at his residence here to- 
night Death was due to an attack of heart 
failure, and came without the slightest warn- 
ing. . ' i ie 

When the fatal stroke came upon him Sen- 
ator McLaurin was seated in a rocking chair. 
in front of the fireplace in his library. He 
suddenly fell forward, without speaking a 
word, and life was extinct when members of 
his family reached his side. 

Senator McLaurin, who was 61 years old, 
began his firat term in the United States 
senate in 1894, but was elected governor of 
Mississippi in 1896 and served in that office 
for four years. 

He was elected again to the senate in 1900 
and served one term He was returned for 
the term which began on March 4, 1907. His 
present term of office would have expired on 
March 8, 1918. 

In Confederate Army, 

Senator McLaurin began the study of lew 
in 1868, after he had served through the civil 
war as a private in the confederate army. He 
was born here and was raised on a farm. 
Seven children survive him. 

In the senate chamber he was known as one 
of the strongest defenders of the south He 
beMeved ip the south, its resources, and 
future. 

He did some active work on the senate com- 
mittee on the Mississippi river and tributaries 
and was a member of other important senate

Best Results Are Obtained. 

The report says statistics of attendance 
and results indicate that the technical high 
schools carry the heaviest percentage of at- 
tendance, and that the results achieved are 
superior, from & practical standpoint, to the 
results which can be ascertained from the 
other high schools in the city. 

The report declares that between 70 and 90 
per cent of boys and girls enrolled in the ele- 
mentary schools of the city never enter high 
schools 

Practical Efucation the Need. 

“They cannot render valuable aid to so- 
| clety,” the reportbayn The movement for 
industria) education comes forward to con- 
sider the situation Its proposition is to pro- 
yide a type of education that shall rescue this 
mass of boys and girls from the lives of pre- 
carious and ill paid employment as hands’ 
and prepare th to get more out of life.”

The Institute of France, which dates from 1796, when 
the republican convention called it into existence, in 
deference to the pressing recommendations of Carnot, is 
composed of five academies, some of them antedating 
by 180 years the great revolution. In fact, each of 
them was founded at a different’ time, the oldest of 
them all being the so-called Academie Francaise. The 
second is the Academie des Inscriptions et Belles Let- 
tres; the third is the Academie des Sciences; the fourth 
is the Academie des Beaux Arts, and the fifth is the 
Academie des Sciences Morales et Politiques.

The latter is the one to which Theodore Roosevelt has 
been elected, and was added to the Institute of France 
in March, 1883, by a decree of King Louis Philippe. 
This academy is divided into five sections—namely, 


philosophy, morale, legislation and jurisprudence, po- 


litical economy, and history. 

Each of the five academies has its own special juris- 
diction and work, with special funds and secretaries, 
who are appointed for life, with an official residence 
on the premises, various allowances, and a salary of 
7,000 francs. Matters concerning the institute as & 
whole are managed by a committee chosen in equal 
numbers from each of the academies, and once a year 
a general meeting of all the members of the various 
academies takes place on Oct. 18, the anniversary of 
the organization of the institute. All the expenses of 
the institute and of the academies, including an annual 
stipend of 1,200 francs to each member, are defrayed by 
a large yearly subsidy voted for the purpose by the 
national treasury, In addition to which the institute 
owns rich endowments, such as, for instance, the do- 
main and the palace of Chantilly.

| quisité quality of this music which ex-

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NOW FOR THE CASE OF CAPT. LOOSE. 

Naturally enough the Royal Danish 
University of Copenhagen pow wishes to

late Prof. Newcomb of Washington on its roster. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt is the only American member of the 
Academy of Moral and Political Sciences. 

There is also a National Academy of Medicine in 
France, composed of a hundred members, responsible to 
the government for all sorts of questions relating to 
medical research, and receiving a large subsidy from 
the state. But it does not form part of the Institute 
of France.

In none of the obituaries of old Grand Duke Michael 

of Russia, who died last Saturday at the age of nearly 


80, has any mention been made of the active part which | 


he took in bringing about the concession of a consti- 
tution and of a parliamentary form of government to 
the Muscovite nation. The support which he gave to 
the present czar in the matter was all the more re- 
markable in view of the fact that he was at the time 
the only surviving son of Nicholas I., the most read- 
tionary and despotic monarch of Russia since the days 
of Peter the Great. The venerable prince made a point 
of being present at all the meetings of the council of 
the empire held by his grandnephew, Nicholas II., to 
discuss the granting of the constitution, fighting vig- 
orously the opposition of some of the other and younger 
grand dukes. At one of these sessions, when Alexander 
Narishkine, one of the principal dignitaries of the im- 
perial court and a most influential member of the old 
nobility, put forward the plea that the aristocracy was 
entitled to special prerogatives and privileges under 
the new constitution in recognition of its services to 
the empire, the grand duke angrily interrupted him and 
in that loud and sonorous tone of voice which distin- 
guished his utterances exclaimed: 

“If I had been in the place of Alexander Alexanéro- 
vitch I would not have ventured to speak of the serv- 
ices of the nobility to the empire. Where are the 
services? The nobles have bled the peasantry to the 
marrow without giving them anything whatsoever in 
return—not even the slightest attempt to improve their 
condition or their education. The nobles have monopo- 
lized all well paid government offices, and through their 
intolerable neglect have brought confuston into every 
branch of the administration. The nobles were only to 
be found when there were any loaves and fishes to bé 
distributed. They have done nothing whatsoever for 
the empire, and are mainly responsible for the present 
unfortunate and chaotic condition of affairs. It is per- 
fect nonsense to talk of the services of the nobles to 
the empire.” 

No member of the reigning house of Russia ever en- 
joyed a greater amount of regard, respect, and even 
veneration than this patriarch of the house of Roman- 
off, whose granddaughter is the crown princess of 
Germany. No attempt was ever made upon his life, 
even by the most fanatic of Nihilists. He was entirely 
safe from any harm at their hands. A veteran of the 
Crimean war, where he narrowly escaped capture in 
battle by the allied forces of England, France, Turkey, 
and Sardinia, he was at the time of his death the only 
remaining field marshal of the Russian army, and spent 
the greater portion of the reign of his elder brother, 
Alexander II., emancipator.of the serfs, at Tiflis, as 
viceroy of the Caucasus, where by his kindly, liberal, 
and humane government he actually contrived to recon- 
cile all the turbulent and warlike races of that part 
of the empire to Muscovite rule. If they subsequently 
became hoatile again thereto it was because Grand 

Michael had been withdrawn, on the ground that his 


‘methods were not in keeping with the reactionary pol- 


icy inaugurated at St. Petersburg after the assassina- 
tion of his brother, Alexander II.

Rathhaus Reminder of Rhine. 

Down in the old Rathhaus Keller I could 
easily imagine myself back on the Rhine. It 
is a long, low, barrel vaulted hall with walls 
decorated in grapes and vines. But the maid 
is not Saxon but Szekler, in trim costume and 
with ancient form of Magyar speech. The 
wine served is from the vineyards of the city 
and the sausage is good. Above the Ratbhaus | 
is a museum, now closed to the public, as the 
upper halls and lofty tower are being re- 
paired, 

After all the real interest of Brasso is not 
in its old churches or old walls or the old 
Schlossberg with [ts citadel, built 350 years 
ago to protect the town from the Wallach- 
fans, or even in its curious Szekler houses 
with great carved gateways, nor in its mod- 
ern schools and government buildings, but in 
its people, and we can best see them fn the 
market. 

Yes, here in the market one may study hu- 
manity. But a market place is a poor one in 
which to study racial or physical character- 
istics, for here costume and adornment, meth- 
od of dressing the hair, and the amount and 
character of the beard are all seen in char- 
acteristic form. * 


Dye Notes the Peculiarities. 
And the eye takes in these pecuHarities rap- 
idly, much more rapidh than it takes in the 
slightest differences in stature, shape of the 
head, shape of the face, and color of skin and 
eyes. After a few moments observation one 
has formed a mental conception of a Rou- 
manian—tall, of a decided brunette type, and 
with a strongly marked costume in which the 
chief feature is the exposed tails of the shirt 
worn outside the tight fitting trousers. 

This feature of costume is so striking that 
the next man one meets thus attired one 
instantly jumps at the conclusion that he 
is a Roumanian, but closer inspection shows 
that he has the fair hair and the blue eyes 
and characteristic skin color of the Saxon— 
he is a Saxon, but in Roumanlan costume. 

Take the next man—he is not only in Rou- 
manian costume, but is of the brunette type, 
with dark skin and piercing black eyes. But 


he also is not a Roumanian, simply a gypsy 


in Roumanian garb; a clos: examination of 
his facé shows the soft lines of the man of 
central India, and not the more strongly 
marked features of the Roumanian. 


Faces of Women Need Studying. 

It is the same with the women. One must 
look sharply and not rest content with the 
first judgment, reached through a casual 
look which takes in costume at a glance, to 
distinguish the Magyar-Szekler maid from 
the Saxon. Usually it may be done, but only 
after one has studied the face. 

For, though the Szekler and Saxon women 
have distinctive costumes, they have a way 
of not sticking to them consistently, and, 
while differences in costume are great alds in 
helping one to assort Individuals, their lack 
of consistency in their costumes makes one 
look for the finer and more subtle physical 
differences. What these are I am not pre- 
pared to relate. 

I must see more people, especially must I 
see them in large and distinctive groups. 
This study.of faces, forms, and costumes is 
{interesting over here in Transylvania.
